Buffalo, N. Y.—The Allied Building 


Trades Council here is firmly con- 
vineed that the 30-hour week is abso- 
lutely necessary to provide empioy- 
ment for the many building trades 
workers who are without jobs.  Offi- 
cials of the council estimate that 
the immediate effect of the six-hour 
day would be to reduce the working 


time of 5,000 building trades ai 
chanics 10 hours per week. This, tney 
point out, would absorb 50,000 hours 
of labor per week without displacing 
aman. ‘They figure it would return 
1,666 men immediately and put $65,- 
G00 into circulation every week. 

The council is of the opinion that 
the wage for the shorter work week 
should be $40, which, they say, is re- 
quired for the worker to support him- 
self and his in reason- 
able comfort.

Where the Blame Belongs 


The Power Trust has another prop- 
aganda agency—the American Fed- 
eration of Utility Investors. Its aim 
is to get everyone who owns a share 
of stock in utilities to fight public 
ownership. Power companies 
sending out it ‘‘broadsides”’ 
their security holders. 

The argument is that utility in- 
vestments are being ruined by public 
ownership, especially by such plants 
as Muscle Shoals and Boulder Dam, 
and by help which the government is 
now giving to municipal plants,’ 

The propagandists conveniently 
overlook the fact that utility invest- 
ors have lost a thousand, dollars 
through utility promoters for every 
dollar they have lost or may lose 
through public ownership. For ex- 
ample, Cities Service stock was liter- 
ally peddled from door to door, be- 
ing unloaded on school teachers, 
clerks, barbers. It was sold in this 
way at as high as $69 a share. It is 
selling now at around $3.50 a share, 
and has been down to $1.75. Invest- 
ors were “gypped”’ of their savings, 
their losses totaling hundreds of mil- 
lions. 

Samuel Insull used all the selling 
pressure he could muster to sell 
worthless paper to his customers. 
Billions were sunk in his fraudulent 
promotions, 

Public ownership had nothing to 
do with these and similar losses. The | 
promoters got away with the “swag” | 
and in a majority of instances are 
still in control of the properties they 
looted. 

Real values in privately owned 
utilities will suffer little, if any, from 
public ownership, The wind and 
water, the extortionate charges and 
the intricate structure of holding 
companies to hide that extortion— 
these will suffer and should.

New Bedford, Mass.—In the 
of a strike declared by a 
ber of its employes, most of whom 
are women and girls, the Harwood 
Underwear Corporation here signed a 
complete union contract with the 
New Bedford Local of the Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers of America. 

Pay envelopes collected from the 
employes show that they were all 
below the NRA code $13 weekly mih- 
imum for the industry, many of them 
receiving less than half that amount 


for a 40-hour week. 
The strike was precipitated when 
company officials attempted to dis- 


charge one of the most active union 
workers. The agreement prescribes 
full union recognition, no discrim- 
ination against any of the strikers, 
conferences on all shop grievances 
with the shop committee, and com- 
pliance with code minimums.

Repeal of San Francisco’s

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A Statement Regarding Ordinance No. 282 


By WM. A. SPOONER, Secretary of Central Labor Council. 


The Alameda County Board of Supervisors recently joined the 
parade of public officials which have been curtailing the constitutional 
rights of individuals by succumbing to the “epidemic of restraint.” 
This is evidenced by the passage of an ordinance known as No. 282, 


Like most bodies which have acted contrary to the precepts of | 
personal liberty guaranteed by our Constitution, they have attempted 
to mitigate their faulty action by excusing this unwarranted legis- 
lation aS an act aimed to protect ‘‘women and children and to pro- | 
tect the life and property of our citizens.’”’ | 
A eareful study of the ordinance shows that its main purpose is 
to try to prohibi', by legislative enactment, ‘‘peaceful picketing’’— | 
the right to engage in which has been time and again upheld by | 
the courts in this and other jurisdictions—and the right of labor to | 
organize groups 0! working men and women for collective bargain- | 
ing as provided and guaranteed by Section 7-A, of the National In- 
dustrial Reeovery Act. | 
Section 1 of the ordinance makes it unlawful for a person 
to stand on the sidewalk “so as to in any manner hinder or 
obstruct the free passage thereon or annoy or molest persons 
passing along same.” 
Section 2 makes it unlawful to stand at the entrance of 
any ‘theater or places of public assemblage—so as to in any 
manner obstruct such entrance.”’ > 


Section 4 provides that it shall be unlawful for any person 
to take part in a public discussion on any sidewalk, highway or | 
alley, unless under and by authority of a written permit from 
the Board of Supervisors, 

The effect of these sections is obvious. Organization work is not | 
only hampered but stopped. To contact the employes the repre- | 
sentative must of necessity place himself on the sidewalk or high- 


way adjacent to the place of employment. As conversation follows 
there will naturally be some obstruction of free passage and most 
surely much annoyance to the employer. Thus the ordinance is 


violated and the employer may then demand the arrest and prosecu- 1 


tion of the ‘‘offenders’’—-the employes as well as the representatives | 
of Organized Labor. Such a threat at the disposal of those opposed | 
to the organization of wage earners is a weapon that would prac- 
tically kill organization work in its very inception.

BETTER HEED THE PEOPLE’S NEEDS 


There may be variance of opinion in regard to how best to 
attain a fairer division of the resources of the United States 
between the people, who inhabit it, but there is practically no 
division of opinion in regard to the absolute necessity for such 
a rearrangement in our social order. 


Our outstanding and most pressing social ills are fourfold. 


Each one of these four disorders are aggravated in each in- 
stance by the other three. 


What are these disorders and how can they be remedied? 

1. Unemployment exists everywhere. It can be eliminated 
by shortening the hours of labor sufficiently to enable every 
able-bodied man or woman to get work at prevailing wages. 


2. Wage earners are getting too low wages. This can be 
remedied by increasing the daily and weekly wage to a fairer 
level than now exists. 


3. Farmers are being paid entirely too little for their prod- 
ucts. To correct this higher and fairer prices should be paid 
them for everything they raise. 


4. Consumers are paying entirely too high prices for nearly 
everything they have to buy. This can be rectified by lowering 
the average retail selling prices of all commodities. 


Is it possible to put all these remedies into operation at the 


same time and get them all to work out permanently, and 
successfully ? 


It is not only possible but it is so positively necessary to 
have all of these four remedies put into operation with the least 
possible delay, that failure to do so may lead to such an unpre- 
cedented upheaval, most any day, that those who are now 
blocking the way or holding back will be wishing they hadn't. 

How is it possible to put everybody to work by merely 
shortening hours of labor? This is the simplest problem of all. 
Simply make the work-day and work-week for everybody so 
short that all those now out of work will have to be employed 
to get the work done. At present it is estimated that a six-hour 
day, five days a week, will accomplish this. 

How is it possible to pay higher wages for a shorter work- 
day and pay farmers more for their products without at the 
same time increasing the retail prices to consumers, instead of 
decreasing them as suggested above? 

This can and must be accomplished by cutting out the 
useless profiteers and legalized racketeers who today are per- 
mited to get between the producer and the consumer to appro- 
priate such an enormous rakeoff for themselves that they are 
enabled to become fabulously wealthy, while the masses of 
the people are facing want and starvation in the midst of over- 
flowing abundance of everything human beings require for 
their daily needs. 


Is there anything lacking in the world today to bring this | 


much desired New Deal about? 
Yes, just one thing and only one, and that is sense enough 
among the average run of people to: bring this much-needed 


New Deal to a head? Whenever sense enough develops to do | 


it rest assured it will be done. 

But even if people did develop enough sense to establish 
such a New Deal, how would it be possible to make a go of it, | 
even then? | 

By outlawing the heartless grafting on one another now 
going on everywhere and substituting therefore genuine co- 
operation with one another to the end that everybody who 
is willing and able to do their share of the world’s work might 
have the opportunity of doing it and be fairly rewarded for 
their efforts. 

But what would happen to Andy Mellon and the rest of 
the individuals belonging to his group? 

Who knows and who cares? Perhaps they might have to | 
go to work. At best they will just have to get along on a com 
siderably narrower margin of profit than the wide margin in 
which they have been and still are wallowing. But why should 
we worry about them any more than anybody is bothering 
their heads now about what happened to the feudal lords or 
the chattel slave owners? 

The fact of the matter is that our country and the rest of 
the world, as well, is sadly in need of some such change. Un- 
less we give heed to the dire needs of the people these same 
people may not be in a mood to give much heed to us or the 
rest of the obstructionists of today, when the hour of reckon- 
ing comes. 


This thing of looting the American people, without let or 
hindrance, by padded and extortionate contracts, is one of the 
get-rich-quick schemes, which have disgraced public enter- 
prises in the United States for many years and the sooner this 
form of graft is punctured and put out of commission the 


better will all true Americans and lovers of honest government 
like it. 


Now is the time to start planning on what should be done 
at the next Primary election, which is only about six month
